RESOLVED, that the following shall be, and the same is hereby, added - 
to Article "Second" of the Certificate of Incorporation of ROCHESTER PHILATELIC 


ASSOCIATION, INCORPORATED, a New York not-for-profit corporation: 


“Notwithstanding any other provision of these articles, the 
corporation is organized exclusively for one or more of the 
following purposes: religious, charitable, scientific, 
testing for public safety, literary or educational purposes, 
or to foster national or international amateur sports compe- 
tition (but only if no part of its activities involve the pro- 
vision of athletic facilities or equipment), or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals, as specified in Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, and shall not carry 
on any activities not permitted to be carried on by a corporation 
exempt from Federal income tax under Section 501(c)(3) of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954." 


RESOLVED, that the following shall be, and the same is hereby, added 
as Article "Tenth" of the Certificate of Incorporation of ROCHESTER PHILATELIC 
ASSOCIATION, INCORPORATED, a New York not-for-profit corporation: 

"In the event of dissolution, all of the remaining assets and 

property of the corporation shall after necessary expenses 

thereof be distributed to such organizations as shall qualify 

under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, 

as amended, or, to another organization to be used in such 

manner as in the judgment of a Justice of the Supreme Court 

of the State of New York will best accomplish the general purposes 

for which this corporation was formed." 

RESOLVED, that the President and Recording Secretary of the ROCHESTER 
PHILATELIC ASSOCIATION, INCORPORATED be and are hereby authorized to make 
application to the Supreme Court of the State of New York for amendment of the 
Certificate of Incorporation and to do any and al] other things necessary for the 
filing of said Certificate of Amendment with the Secretary of State of the State 


of New York.
